The new term inal will occupy prae 
tically four entire city blocks bound 
e<i by* Madison street on the south, 
Kennle street on the north, Clinton 
on the west and Canal street on the

brilliantly ‘lighted subways. 
The stru ctu re will be of gray gran­ 
ite, of classic design, the essential 
feature of which Is the great c o lo n a d ­ 
ed e n t r a n t or portico of lofty proper 
tions that will tow er to a height of 12f 
fe e t above Madison street. 
eBfore the imposing front will be a 
braod 
pavem ent or espjenade from 
which will rise the granite column 
that guard the Inner vestibule. 
Th* esplanade will be 
lighted 
by 
m onum ental bronze lamp stands and 
four big clock dials, each 12 feet in 
d iam eter will look down from the gran 
ite walls. 
There will be six m other public en 
tran ces to the building and the stair 
ways will be so ample th a t if placed 
side by side they would form Bteps 
IOO feet broad. 
T he site is now being rapidly clear 
ed and the workm en soon will begin to

At seven o’clock yesterday morning 
in Denver, Colo., his painful illness of 
several weeks, preceded by a gradual 
decline in health for some tim e ap­ 
parent was brought to a sad close, 
and the spirit of Malcolm Cam es, rep­ 
resentative citizen, high degree Mason 
and senior mem ber of the firm of 
Carnes 
& 
W allace, 
w rs 
ushered 
into the presence of his Maker. 
Mal­ 
ce Im Carnes died 
as 
he 
lived 
at 
peace with his fellow man and sub­ 
m issive to the will of Him who doeth 
all things for the best. 
A message received shortly after 
noon announcing the sad news was 
the first intim ation of any serious de­ 
velopm ent in the condition of Mr. 
Carnes and proved a shock to rela­ 
tives and friends alike. 
He visited 
Marlin nine weeks ago in the hopes 
of recuperating his 
delicate 
health 
and after 
rem aining 
there a few 
weeks returned to Bryan without anv 
improvement being 
indicated. 
His 
illness was pronounced nervous pros 
tration and upon the advise of physi­ 
cians he left for Denver, Colo., being 
joined en route by his brother-in-law, 
N at G. Turney of Dallas, who re­ 
m ained with him to the end. 
Serious 
complications 
developed and his de 
m ise came w ithout warning. 
The rem ains were 
shipped 
from 
Denver last night at ten o’clock and 
will reach here tomorrow- afternoon 
over the Central. 
Malcolm C arnes was a 
man 
who 
v as more than liked and adm ired; he

growth over his left eye as a proof 
of his contention that he also is af­ 
flicted with the terrible plague, but 
the physicians have been unable to 
find any trace of leprosy.

m arkable degree of affection and de­ 
votion m anifested by the aged voter 
an, who at best has but a few more 
y iars to live, has excited the in teres1 
and sym pathy of all who have come 
iii touch with them. 
Gen. W ardwell 
nurses his wife night and day and 
the task is no simple one, as in ad­ 
dition to her bodily affliction her mind 
has become impaired and at times 
she is a raving maniac. 
By closely 
end shrewdly questioning the physi­ 
cians who have examined his wife, 
Gen. W ardwell has ascertained what 
are the principal dangers of infection 
and contagion of leprosy, and these 
perils 
he 
is 
openly and herocially 
seeking. 
The case is absolutely with 
out parallel, even in the pages of fic­ 
tion.—Galveston News.

due .eith er to the fact that there is 
sc much in or near the city in the 
form of am usem ent parks and cool 
roof gardens, but rath er because the 
clim ate itself is as cool as at many 
a sum m er resort, and In addition there 
is the com fort of the home surround 
ings. 
It is to be rem em bered, how 
ever, that M anhattan is an island, 
swept by cool sea breezes, and while 
there are 
com partively 
few 
sh a d 1 
flees the tall buildings serve the sam e 
purpose. 
During the recent hot spell 
the people in the city found it quite 
as com fortable, except in the over­ 
crowded tenem ent districts, as did the 
people who lived in the suburbs. 
Al­ 
though thousands 
of 
New 
Yorkers 
hurry away from the city on the first 
warm day in June and do not return 
untit Septem ber, still there are many 
people who come to New York for 
the sum m er m onths and take ap art­ 
ments vacated by those who do not 
btlieve the city tolerable during July 
and 
August. 
Among 
these are a 
great many 
Southerners 
who 
find 
New York an ideal spot in which to 
spend their sum m er vacations. 
In one of the old and historic sec­ 
tions of New York, known as Green­ 
wich Village, there is a place where 
they check babies. 
They don’t check 
them in exactly the sam e m anner as 
they do umbrellas, but it is possible 
for wifeless men and working moth 
ers to leave their little one here all 
day and be sure of getting their own 
child when they retu rn 
for 
it 
at 
night. 
To be sure the place is only 
a day nursery, but it is run on the 
plan of an up-to-date hospital and the 
children get the very best of care. 
The children are carefully fed accord­ 
ing to form ulas issued by the board 
of health. 
Everything in the way of 
am usem ent is provided for the little 
tots, but they are m ade to take their 
naps regularly, and of course have to 
be bathed and fed on scheduled time 
It is not an uncommon sight to see a 
father taking his m otherless children 
to the nursery on his way to work. 
where he leaves them for the entire 
day. 
In addition to caring for the 
children the m others are instructed 
ll* the proper ways to caic for their 
little ones at home. 
One of the places th at the out-of- 
town sightseer inevitably visits is the 
Aquarium, which is situated on th 
lower end of M anhattan Island. 
It is 
visited by all classes anti by all races. 
It is doubtful if any place attracts 
such a m ixture oi races as does the 
Aquarium. 
It is the first place that 
the im m igrant visits, for it is free and 
near the foreign hotels and boarding 
places. 
It is not uncommon to have 
tw enty thousand visitors there in a 
day.

Aquarium is located 
is 
historically 
interesting, too, because it was form ­ 
erly a theater where Jenny Lind made 
lu r first appearance. 
New York is said to be rebuilt ev­ 
ery forty years. The ceaseless tearing 
down and building up leave scarcely 
a street undisturbed. 
Probably in no 
city in the world are great and mas 
sive building or points of rare his 
torte interest more readily sacrificed.

Chicago, Aug. 8.—Norman E. Mack, 
chairm an of the Democratic national 
com m ittee, was notified that no reduc­ 
ed railroad rates will be put into ef­ 
fect for the Bryan notification m eet­ 
ing at Lincoln, Neb., Aug. 12.

Eben McLeod, 
chairm an of the Western Passenger 
association, and was in reply to a let­ 
te r sent to th at official by Mr. Mack 
earlier in the day, and calling attention 
to the fact th at reduced fares had 
been granted on the occasion of the 
Taft notification, whereas no conces­ 
sions had been made for the Lincoln 
gathering. 
The correspondence was 
interspersed 
by 
several 
telephonic 
conversations betw een Mr. Mack and 
Mr. McLeod, the latter explaining the 
action of the railroads by referring to 
the fact th at no reduced rates had 
been put into effect for any events In 
N ebraska since the passage of the 2- 
cent fare law in th at state. 
He also 
emphasized the fact that the reduced 
rates to Cincinnati were offered by 
the Central Passenger assoriatnon. 
“The action of the railroads is sim­ 
ply a discrim ination against the Dem­ 
ocratic party,” said Mr. Mack. 
"They 
state that there is a 2 cent law in Ne­ 
braska which will not permit them 
to give a reduced rate to Lincoln. 
But I desire to call their attention to 
the fact that there is also a 
2 -cent 
rate law in Ohio, which did not pre­ 
vent the granting of a reduced rate 
to the Taft meeting at Cincinnati. Be­ 
sides, as I understand it, many of the 
railroads which compose the Central 
Passenger association arc also mem­ 
bers of the W estern association.”
